A frail, slim girl, little more than 
a child, but with a courage and 
determlnatton rare In even those of 
maturer years, arrived In New Yorlt 
a few days hko, havlriK eluded the 
vigilance of Kn^laml'.s port wanlcns, 
crossing flr.st llic Iii.sh Sea and later 
alippini:.' past the watchful eyes of 
the iii.'^pector.s and secret service 
agents at Liverpool. She is Nora 
Connolly, daughter of the Irish 
hero-martyr, James Connolly, Com- 
mandant of the rebel troops In Dub- 
lin durtnc the most eventful Easter 
week that Ireland has knpwB since 
"Brian smote the Dane" at Clontarf. 

The story told of her father's 
treatment by the nrltlsh authorities 
is the most Infamous to be found 
even in BritiBh annals. Told in her 
tiiniple, unas.suniiuK way, it is a 
powerful arraiKnnient of English 
rule in Ireland. It is a chronicle 
of events that will shock the con- 
science of dTllitatloD as It has not 
been shocked since the expoenre of 
British and Belgian atrocities in the 
Putamayo and the Congo. 

That such wanton cruelty could 
be perpetrated in the twentieth cen- 
tury is almost unbelievable, and 
iCngland's apologists ran not explain 
away the malice or the veiiKeful 
ferocity of her military offlrials tp 
dealing with a wounded foeman whh 
had honorably surrendered wearinf; 
the uniform of his own country 
and having scrupulously observed 
every tenet of international law gov- 
erning his sttuatloa. Speaking of 
her father's execution Miss Con- 
nolly said: 

"They took hlin on a stretcher 
from Dtiblln Castle early Friday 
morning, .May because he 

couldn't walk on account of his 
wounds, and carried him to Kii- 
mainham Jail, four miles away. 
They propped him in a chair be- 
cause he couldn't- stand and then 
shot him dead. Then they took 
his body to the Arbor Hill barracks, 
threw It into a common trench with 
the other dead patriots and covered 
his bo<ly with (|ulckllme. They re- 
fused to give up the body. They 
would not even permit us to pro- 
vide a coffin. That waa my father's 
end. . ""^-^^ 

"Father had been directing opera- 
tions with the Poitottioe as his 
headquarters. On Saturday he was 
wounded in the foot, the bullet 
the bones.

The British Government is being 
roundly censured in eveiy part of 
the civilized world for its bruUl 
execution of Sir Roger Casement, 
ii!ari> English sympathizers con- 
demning British officialdom for its 
shortsightedness. Following are 
some of the comments in the United 
States: 

Mayor Carley, of Boston, said: 
■A similar tragedy to the present 
one In the case of Robert Emmet 
has been responsible for fanning 
Into llame a spirit of hatred of the 
Knglish C.overnment on the part of 
the Irish people lor more than a 
centuty. In eveiy portion of the 
world where Irishmen are found it 
is customary to commemorate the 
annlveisary of Robert Knimet on 
the fourth day of March, to renew 
pledges of fealty to the movement 
for Irish independence and to re- 
view every act of tyranny, oppres- 
sion and bloodshed of the English 
Covernment during a period of 
seven centuries."

Says the New York World: "If 
the British Government had not 
broken faith with Ireland there 
would have been no Casement af- 
fair. If it had not proved false to 
its pledges, Ireland today would not 
be a hotbed of sedition or held un- 
der martial law. The passage of 
the home rule bill was a solemn as- 
suiance to Ireland that it was at 
last to be granted the powers of 
self-government. - The bill was the 
culmination of a long political" 
struggle by which the Libeial party 
had Anally Justified the confidence 
of Irish Nationalists in its loyalty 
to their eause. But in the first 
weeks of the war Mr. Asquith and 
his associates in the Government 
undid the work accomplished in be- 
half of Ireland. The deflnite prom- 
ises embodied in an act of Parlia- 
ment were withdrawn. Home rule 
was deferred for nobody knew how 
long. Ulstei, which had threatened 
civil war, was put In the saddle. 
Sir Edward Carson, the organizer 
of rebellion, was rewaided with 
Cabinet rank. The Irish had been 
grossly deceived. They had been 
cheated of their rights. The Gov- 
ernment that they had been taught 
to trust had deserted them for the 
friendship of the enemies of home 
rule. In the circumstances it was 
natural that conspiracy should 
tlirive In the soli of Ireland. The 
British C.overnment by its cynical 
disregard of Its own honor and Its 
stability of purpose had piepared 
the Held for this." 

In commenting on the above from 
the New York World Henry Wat- 
terson, of the Courier- Journal, who 
has been active in denoundag Ger- 
many, changes front and includes 
Kngland in that denunciation as 
follows: 

"Nothing could be truer. The 
precipitancy with which the Irish 

rebels — more crazy than culpable — 
were rushing to death, is proof that 
the Tories of Kngland are no better 
than the Junkers ol (ierniany, nor 
the English Government behind the 
(ierman Government in despotic 
bloody-mindedness. Each of them 
Is riding for a faU. When Kalser- 
iam is made to Stand naked in Wll- 
helmstrasso betora ofCended Deity, 
and Royalty, stripped of crown and 
robes, is forced to kneel in the 
Tower of London to ask forgiveness 
of Heaven, both may realize that 
the voice of the people is alone the 
voice of Cod.

CONNOLLY'S DBFI. 



The following la a copy of the 
last statement issued by James Con- 
nolly, the Irish rebel leader, and 
was smuggled into this country by 
his daughter, .Miss Nora Connoll.\, 
who had been identified with lier 
father in the organization of the 
Irish army, and who escaped to 
this country immediately after her 
father's execution. It breathes a 
Oeriance to England in every line: 

"We went out to break the con- 
nection betwen this country and the 
Britlah Empire and to esUbliah an 
Iriah republic. We believe that the 
call we then issued to the people 
of Ireland was a nobler call in a 
holler cause than any call issued 
to them (luring this war having any 
connection with the wai. We suc- 
ceeded in proving that liislimen 
are ready to die endeavoring to win 
for Ireland those national rights 
which the British Government has 
been asking them to die to win for 
Belgium. Aa long as that remains 
the case the cause of Irish freedom 
is safe. Believing that the British 
Government baa no right in Ireland, 
never had any right in Ireland and 
never can have any right In Ireland, 
the presence In any one generation 
of Irishmen of i vi n a ri'spectable 
minority, ready t<> dif in aftirm that 
truth, makes that Ciovt inment for- 
ever an usurpation and a crime 
against human progress. 1 per- 
sonally thank God that I have lived 
to see the day when thousands of 
Irish men and boys, and hundreda 
of Irish women and girls, were 
ready to affirm that truth and to 
attest It with their lives if need be. 
"(Signed) James Connolly 

"Commandant-(;eiieial luitdm di- 
vision. Army o! the Iii.sh Republic." 

Mr. Connolly was captured by the 
British military aiilhorltles after 
he had been wounded. Heing un- 
able to walk he was taken to Dub- 
lin Castle on a stretcher and tried 
for treason. On May 12, three days 
after the court-martial, Mr. Con- 
nolly, still weak from hia wound, 
was propped Into a chair and shot. 
The British authorities refused to 
allow hia relativea to have the body. 
Instead they tbrew It into a treaoi
